PURPOSENUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION 

The USA0 for the Central District: was awarded federal funds for the SN Program. On 
May 1 1,2007, written proposals were submitted to the USAO. A sel committee 
heard oral presentations on May 1 6, 2007 and allocated $856,254 gencies in the 
Central District of California. 

The District Attorney was awarded $1 77,419 to coordinate efforts wit the USA0 and 
the Department of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives to ide tlfy, target, disrupt, 7" arrest and prosecute the 'worst of the worst" criminals responsible fo ; violent crime in 
the targeted areas through an integrated federal, State, and local law 8nfor~ement 

Streets of Los Angeles. 
e strategy with the objective of removing crime guns and those who us them from the 

OES serves as the USAQ's fiscal agent for this grant program and re uires recipients to 
complete a Certification of Assurance of Compliance form, which incl 9 des details 
regarding a recipient's Equal Employment Opportunity Program, Drug1 Free Workplace 
Compliance, California Environmental Quality Act Compliance, Lobby ng, Debarment 
and Suspension requirements, and Proof of Authority from the City C uncil/Goveming 
Board. Grant recipients are required to submit the necessary assura ces and 
documentation before the release of grant funds. i 
Board authorization to accept grant funds Is requested in order to co ply with County 
and OES requirements. The forms have been approved as to form County Counsel.

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FISCAL IMPACTlFlNANClNG 

This grant does not require matching funds. 

The District Attorney's Office will receive $1 77,419 to fully offset the s lary and 
employee benefits of one DDA assigned as the PSN Gun Resource P secutor. 
This is the first grant award for this program; therefore, funding for thi program was not 
included in the Department's FY 2007-08 budget. Authorization to hir one DDA and 
approval of the attached budget adjustment is requested to appropriat $1 77,000 as 
follows: $1 66,000 to Salary and Employee benefits and $1 1,000 to S pplies and 
Services. I 
If funding for this program were terminated, an evaluation would be 
department to determine whether the program would either be 
being absorbed by the department, or discontinued with the 
vacant budgeted positions. 

FACTS AND PROVlSlONSlLEGAL REQUIREMENTS 

The PSN Program is part of a nationwide federal commitment to reduce gun-related 
crime by networking local programs and coordinating law enforcement' efforts, with an 
emphasis on prevention, tactical intelligence gathering, more aggressi e prosecution, 
and enhanced accountabi[ity. The goal of this program is to create sa er neighborhoods 
by reducing gun violence and sustaining that reduction. t 
The U .S. Department of Justice (DOJ) is providing funding to combat 
Los Angeles under the PSN Program. DOJ has dedicated funding to 
expanded anti-gang prevention and enforcement effarts under the 
Neighborhoods initiative in the Central District. This inftiative is
